Presumed That Fire Started Thurs­ 


day Because Smoke Was Noticed 


* in Buiding All Day. 


Fire believed to have been caused 
by an over-heated furnace destroyed 
the beautiful school building: at New 
Salem 
early 
this 
morning. 
The 
building 
was 
comparatively 
new, 
having been completed in 1912 at a 
cost of $27,00 and the loss will be a 
severe blow to New Salem and No­ 
ble township. 
The total 
insurance 
on the building amounted to $17,500. 
The blaze was discovered at two 
o’clock this morning and at that lime 
the entire buiding was on fire, there 
being no chance of saving the struc­ 
ture. 
There is little doubt but that 
the fire started 
from 
the furnace. 
The regular janitor, John Spacy, has 
been ill for the past week and bis 
work has been attended to by Gor­ 
don Hines, colored. 
The supposition in New Salem is 
that the building was on fire yester­ 
day and that the flames smouldered 
until late last night when they finally 
broke out. When actually discover­ 
ed it was too late to make any fight 
to save the building. 
It was stated 
today that the building 
was 
filled 
with smoke most of yesterday and 
that the steam pipes were very hot 
all day yesterday. 
Hines, who had not had very much 
much experience firing the furnace, 
believed the smoke was caused by 
some paper he had burned. It is now 
believed that the coal in the base­ 
ment of the building was on fire. 
The people of New 
Salem 
and 
Noble township, were helpless when 
the fire had gained 
such 
headway 
because they were totally without 
facilities for fighting it and could do 
“ othing but stand by and see it burn. 
lie blaze had Mich a >tart when dis­ 
covered that it was 
impossible 
to 
save any of the school books and 
other supplies of the children, all of 
w’hieh were a complete loss. 
It was commented on today that it 
was very fortunate that the fire did 
not break out Thursday while the 
children were in the building because 
when the blaze did start, it spread 
so rapidly that it is doubtful wheth­ 
er many of the pupils conld have es­ 
caped.

The Big Fellows Are Eight and Even 
Ten Inches Long. 
Sardines are found chiefly In the At­ 
lantic ocean, forming great schools or 
banks extending from the coast of Ire­ 
land to the Canary islands. 
They are 
also found in considerable quantities 
in the Mediterranean, probably coming 
from the Atlantic, attracted by the 
higher temperature of the water. How­ 
ever, sardine fishing is of less impor­ 
tance on the Mediterranean shores of 
Spain than on the bay of Biscay and 
the gulf of Cadiz, *where the principal 
factories for canning sardines are lo­ 
cated. 
The supposed difference between sar­ 
dines found in various parts of the 
world has been much disputed, but re­ 
peated investigation has demonstrated 
that no generic difference exists, as the 
sardine is not a sedentary fish and in­ 
habits the ocean at large, migrating 
from coast to coast in search of food 
and mild waters. This explains its ap­ 
pearance and disappearance, both de­ 
pendent upon the movement of warm 
currents, and its particular abundance 
on the coast of Galicia. 
Near Finis- 
terre, in close proximity to the gulf 
stream, the sardine is usually first 
seen. 
The length of the sardine varies from 
four and three-quarters to eight inches 
and the weight from 0.84(348 to 2.39830 
ounces. 
Sometimes a few are found 
measuring as much as eight and three- 
quarters inches long, but this is ex­ 
tremely rare, and none exceed ten 
Inches. The sardine is known by many 
names, accordiug to locality and devel­ 
opment. In Galicia those of nine centi­ 
meters (3.54 inches) in length, weigh­ 
ing less than 20.4555 pounds a thou­ 
sand, are called “parrocha” and when 
six or six and one-quarter inches lonf 
“mediano** or “medianillo.” They are 
really known as sardines only when 
they reach the size of from seven and 
one-quarter to seven and three-quar­ 
ters inches in length, weighing from 
132.2773 to 154.3230 pounds a thousand. 
There Is also a class of small sardines 
found in Cantabrian as well as Gali­ 
cian waters, called “anchoa.” 
This 
variety does not exceed two and one- 
quarter to three inches and ordinarily 
weighs 0.17037 or 0.21104 ouuce.-Cou- 
sular Reports.

It Often Drives Parents to Sell Their 
Children as Slav es. 
In the whole land of Eg y pt there are 
now« ou ly two cities, Alex andria and 
Cairo. Yet once Eg y pt was the g rand­ 
est cou ntry of the world, hav ing as 
many as 200 cities, bu t these hav e been 
all long swept away or cov ered with 
the sand of the desert. 
In these two cities, Alex andria and 
Cairo, all the principal people of Eg y pt 
reside, while in the cou ntry districts u p 
the Nile there are no towns and hardly 
any v illag es, bu t only scattered settle­ 
ments of peasants, who are called fel­ 
lahs or fellahln. 
These fellahs, thou g h of the same 
Arab race and relig ion as the people of 
Cairo, are v ery different in most other 
way s. Instead of the tu rban, the flow­ 
ing robe and the g ay slippers, which 
the men of the city wear, we see only 
a half clad fig u re with matted hair and 
skin blackened by the su n; instead of 
the v eiled lady in a robe of silk, here is 
a poor woman with naked feet in a 
dress wov en of g rass. One thing , how- 
ev er, both u se in common—a bracelet. 
The fellahs of u pper Eg y pt are v ery 
nu merou s, bu t they are all v ery poor. 
Their hou ses are mu d hu ts, u sed only 
to sleep in, as they are in the open air 
most of the day . Their food consists 
chiefly of v eg etables, which they eat 
u ncooked, su ch as maize, melons, 
g ou rds, beans, lentils and dates; those 
that hav e a cow can g et milk, and all 
can g et fish. Meat they seldom taste, 
and their bread is only a half baked 
paste of bru ised maize or millet. Rice 
is too dear for them. One lu x u ry , how­ 
ev er, all the men—and women, too— 
manag e to g et whatev er else they g o 
withou t—that is, the ev er present long 
wooden tobacco pipe, smoking . 
The pov erty of many fellahs is so 
g reat that a family of children is often 
a g reat bu rden to the parents. Many 
cases y early o6cu r of parents selling 
their children as slav es to escape from 
the ex pense of their su pport. 
A parent will sometimes make a long 
jou rney to Cairo to g et rid of his y ou ng 
children. 
Some time ag o a woman 
brou g ht to a rich lady of that city an 
infant, w hich she said she fou nd at the 
door of a mosqu e. The lady said she 
wou ld take the child and adopt it and 
handed the woman a small su m as a 
reward for her trou ble in bring ing the 
child. 
The woman refu sed the offer, 
blu shed and withdrew. 
She wffli the 
child’s own mother.—Hartford Post

Report Sa y s the Zone Would Be an 
Ideal Place to Live Were It Not For 
the Rainy Times— Death Rate Has 
Been Materially Lowered During the 
Last Year. 


The wet season, not earthqu akes, is 
the enemy of the Panama canaL This 
appears from the annu al report of 
Georg e W. Goethals, g ov ernor of the 
canal zone, cov ering the last fiscal 
y ear. 
He notes that while fou rteen seismic 
distu rbances rattled the dishes along 
the canal du ring the twelv emonth his 
report describes, none did any dam 
ag e. Fou r were of comparativ ely local 
orig in. Three were v iolent enou g h to 
be felt g enerally ov er the zone. 
It was du ring the wet season be­ 
tween April and October that the 
slides dev eloped. 
As an illu stration, 
operations in the v icinity of the Cu ca- 
racha slide had prog ressed by Au g . 15, 
1914, to a point which warranted open­ 
ing the canal to traffic. 
Two months later a slide came w hich 
completely closed the channel. 
The 
entire east bank slid into the canal in 
a strip 2,100 feet long and reaching 
back 1,000 feet from the bank. 
The 
lower strata squ eezed into the cu t, so 
that at some points the forty -fiv e feet 
of depth prev iou s to the slide was 
shoaled to nine inches. 
New Channel In Six Day s. 
In six day s a new channel had been 
cu t capaciou s enou g h to pass shipping . 
The mov ement continu ed, howev er, 
after the beg inning of the dry season, 
so that it became necessary to close 
the canal ag ain from Oct 31 to Nov . 
14 and from March 4 to March 10; 
The Gaillard cu t after remainiu g 
fix ed for a y ear, beg an a demonstra­ 
tion last Ju ne. 
By the 30th of the 
month 5,000,000 cu bic y ards had slip­ 
ped relentlessly into the canal, nu lli­ 
fy ing the labor of y ears. 
At times the channel shoaled so rap­ 
idly that it was necessary to drag 
after the passag e of each ship. 
In 
some instances dredg ing was requ ired 
before the nex t v essel cou ld pass. 
Miscellaneou s dredg ing was kept u p 
throu g hou t the y ear. A total of 1,245,- 
915 cu bic y ards of earth and 93,680 
cu bic y ards of rock were taken ont at 
the Pacific terminals. 


Conditions Otherwise Ideal. 
Were It not for the slides the zone 
wou ld appear, from the g ov ernor’s re- 
I>ort, to offer ideal conditions of resi­ 
dence. Liv ing is cheap and su rrou nd­ 
ing s are healthfu l. 
„ 
A compilation of ex penditu res shows 
that the Av erag e amou nt spent for 
breakfast at Cristobal was 21.24 cents, 
for lu ncheon 29.7 1 cents and for din­ 
ner 31.42 cents. 
At the Ancon hotel 
breakfast cost on an av erag e 19.5 
<*ents, lu ncheon 33.2 cents and dinner 
30.7 cents. 
On the health side It is noted that 
the death rate was cu t from 7 .92 for 
1914 to 5.7 2 for 1915. The death rate 
from disease was cu t from 5.17 to 3.61. 
Between Au g . 15, 1914, and Ju ne 30, 
1915, 530 v essels, representing a net 
Panama canal tonnag e of 1,884,7 28 and 
c arg o tonnag e of 2,125,7 35, were pass­ 
ed throu g h from Atlantic to Pacific, 
and 558 v essels, representing a Pan 
nma canal tonnag e of 1,958,307 and a 
carg o tonnag e of 2,844,057 , from Pa 
ciflc to Atlantic, making a total of 
1,088 v essels, with a net canal tonnag e 
of 3,843,035 and a carg o tonnag e of 
4,969,7 92. 
On finances the report say s: 
“The cu rrent ex penses charg ed to 
ojiemtion and maintenance of the ca­ 
nal du ring the y ear amou nted to $4,- 
112,550.48, while $100,608.52 had been 
charg ed du ring the prev iou s y ear, a to­ 
tal of $4,289,159. 
Tolls collected for 
v essels passing throu g h the canal du r­ 
ing the y ear amou nted to $4,343,383.69; 
tolls for the prior y ear amou nted to 
$14,018.68, a total of $4,358,002.37 to 
Ju ne 30, 1915. 
Excess of Tolls, 
$214,8 33.21. 
“The ex cess of tolls collected ov er 
the cu rrent charg es for the y ear was 
$214,833.21, and for the entire period 
to Ju ne 30, 1915, the ex cess was $68,- 
843.37 . 
It is rou g hly estimated that 
total refu nds may ag g reg ate $400,000, 
which w ill show an ex cess of operat­ 
ing ex penses ov er collections. 
“Cong ress has appropriated for the 
canal $394,399,149.02 to Ju ne 30. 1915. 
Of this $365,999,116.7 2 has been appro­ 
priated for the constru ction of the ca­ 
nal and its adju ncts.”

nual Farmers’ Short Course at Pur­ 
due Univ ersity will come to a close 
tomorrow. 
The 
p op ular 
assembly 
for Hoosier farmers and their fami­ 
lies has been a great success. Twen­ 
ty -five hundred of them will return 
home with a better understanding of 
modern farm methods and a deter­ 
mination to p ut into p ractice what 
they have learned at this big school 
this week. There has been p lenty of 
instruction for men, 
women, 
boy s 
and girls and all hav e shared 
benefits. 
The work today was unusually in­ 
teresting dealing as it did with many 
different p hases of the country life 
p roblem. 
In dairy ing some of the 
best-known ex p erts of the middle 
west p resented the result 
of their 
life’s work for the benefit of Indiana 
dairy men. 
In horticulture 
v arious 
p roblems were discussed 
and 
an­ 
swers given by learned authorities. 
In live stock breeding the 
farmers 
learned how to judge 
horses 
and 
feed all kinds of farm stock. In the 
crop and soil section the 
use of 
p hosp hate and manures was discuss­ 
ed and in p oultry husbandry a judg­ 
ing demonstration was given. 
One of the most interesting devel­ 
op nemt softhe 
op ments of the week is the move­ 
ment, born at y esterday afternoon’s 
meeting of the Indiana Home Eco­ 
nomics association, an organization 
of farmers’ wives and daughters, to 
establish a housekeep ing ex p eriment 
station at Purdue. 
It was also sug­ 
gested that a model home be p rov i­ 
ded for the 
household 
economics 
dep artment to teach the girls just 
how p rop erly to take care for a home 
and manage it. The enterp rising wo­ 
men at the head of this association 
are determined to make their p ro­ 
ject a success and will endeav or to 
enlist the sup p ort of the Purdue Uni­ 
v ersity authorities for 
their 
p lan. 
The idea was first suggested by Mrs. 
Christine Fredericks of New 
York 
who maintains such an institution on 
Long Island. 
She sp oke 
y esterday 
afternoon at the association meet­ 
ing on this subject. 
More 
than 
one-half 
the 
rural 
churches 
in 
Indiana 
are losing 
ground and one out of every 
eight 
has been abandoned. 
Scores 
of 
communities 
which 
had 
v igorous 
and fruitful churches 25 y ears ago 
now* hav e neither Sunday school nor 
p reaching serv ices. 
Fully one-six th 
of the township s 
in 
Indiana 
are 
without a resident minister and the 
av erage salary of rural ministers is 
le^s than $6 00. 
These are facts according to the 
Rev.' Oakel F. Hall, Univ ersity p as­ 
tor at Purdue, who has made a care­ 
ful inv estigation to 
ascertain 
the 
ex act status of the country church 
of the p resent day . 
He discussed 
the situation before a large assem­ 
blage of Indiana farmers and their 
families attending the Short Course. 
The p resent state of affairs he attri­ 
buted to sev eral causes. 
One is the 
decrease in 
rural 
p op ulation. 
He 
p resented 
statistics -showing 
that 
Montgomery , Boone, Clinton, 
Tip ­ 
p ecanoe counties have suffered a loss 
of 12 p er cent, in rural p op ulation 
since 18 9 0. Only one township in 
the four counties shows a gain. This 
is Madison township , Clinton county . 
Mr. Hall argued that fewer rural 
chnrches are actuals needed. Bet­ 
ter reads hav e enlarged neighbor­ 
hood lines and modern conv ey ances 
hav e cut down distances. 
Imp ov er­ 
ished social 
life, 
unbusinesslike 
management and laejc of comp etent 
leadership were named as contribu­ 
ting causes to 
p resent 
conditions. 


But the multip lications of denomina­ 
tions and 
ex cessiv e 
emp hasis 
on 
creed and dogma were cited by Mr. 
Hall as the chief agencies which have 
brought 
rural 
churches 
to 
their j 
p resent state. 
“Creeds and dogma 
in country churches,” he said, “have 
led officers and leaders away from 
Christ. 
Hundreds 
of communities 
which ought to be working unitedly 
for 
better social 
conditions 
and 
p urer and richer life here and now 
hav e been divided into 
comp eting 
camp s, each try ing to convince the 
other that ‘ours is the only sure way 
to the Celestial City .’ ” 
Mr. Hall would not eliminate de­ 
nominations but he would unite and 
federate them. 
He fav ors commu­ 
nity churches for rural districts. He 
believes that all the great p roblems 
of country life should receiv e the 
thought ap d attention that hitherto 
hav e been given to meaningless 
the 
orizing and fruitless debate and dis­ 
cussion.

POVERTY IN EGYPT. 


It Often Drive* Parents to Sell Their 


Children as Slaves. 


In the -whole land of Egypt there are 
now only two cities, Alexandria and 
Cairo. Yet once Egypt was the grand- 
est country of the world, having as 
many as 200 cities, but these have been 
all long1 swept away or covered with 
the sand of the desert 


In. these two cities, Alexandria and 


Cairo, all the principal people of Egypt 
reside, -while in the country districts up 
the Nile there are no towns and hardly 
any Tillages, but only scattered settle- 
ments of peasants, who are called fel- 
lahs or feflahin. 


These fellahs, though of the same 


Arab race and religion as the people of 
Cairo, are very different in most other 
ways. Instead of the turban, the flow- 
inff robe, and the gay slippers, which 
the men of the city wear, we see only 
a half <dad figure with matted hair and 
skin blackened by the sun; instead of 
the veiled lady in a robe of sflk, here is 
a poor '•woman with naked feet in a 
dress woven of grass. One thing, how- 
ever, both use in common—a bracelet. 


The fellahs of upper Egypt are very 


numerous, but they are all very poor. 
Their houses are mud huts, used only 
to sleep in, as they are in the open air 
mpst of the day. Their food consists 
chiefly of vegetables, which they eat 
uncooked, such as maize, melons, 
gourds, beans, lentils and dates; those 
that have a cow can get milk, and all 
can gat fish. Meat they seldom taste, 
and their bread is only a naif baked 
paste of bruised maize or millet. Bice 
is too dear for them. One luxury, how- 
ever, all the men—and women, too— 
manage to get whatever efse they go 
without—that is, the ever ^resent long 
wooden totaoco pipe, smoking. 
..The poverty of many fellahs is .ao 
greajt that a family of children is often 
a great burden to the parents, .Sjtapr 
cases yearly: occur of parents seJUns 
their cbBflren as slaves to escape from 
the expense of their support.

Report Says th* Zone Would Be tn 


Ideal Place to Live Were It Not For 
the Ramy Times—Death Rate Has 
Been Materially Lowered During the 
La*t Year. 


The wet season, not earthquakes, 5s 


the enemy of the Panama canal. This 
appears from the annual report of 
George W. Goethals, governor of the 
canal zone, covering tbe last fiscal 
year. 


He notes that while fourteen seismic 


disturbances rattled the dishes along 
the canal during the twelvemonth his 
report describes, none did any dam- 
age. Four were of comparatively local 
origin. Three were violent enough to 
be felt generally over the zone. 


It was during the wet season be- 


tween April and October that the 
slides developed. As an illustration, 
operations in the vicinity of the Cuca- 
racha slide had progressed by Aug. 15, 
1914, to a point which warranted open- 
Ing the canal to traffic. 


Two months later a slide came widen 


completely closed the channel. Tbe 
entire east bank slid Into tie canal in 
a strip 2,100 feet long and reaching 
back 1,000 feet from the bank. The 
lower strata squeezed Into the cut, so 
that at some points the forty-five feet 
of depth previous to the slide was 
shoaled to nine inches. 


New Channel In Six Days. 


In six days a new channel had been 


cut capacious enough to pass shipping. 
The movement continued, however, 
after the beginning of the dry season, 
so that It became necessary to close 
the canal again from Get 31 to Nov. 
14 and from March 4 to March 10; 


The Gaillard cut, after remaining 


fixed for a year, began a demonstra- 
tion last June. By the 30th of the 
month 5,000,000 cubic yards had slip- 
ped relentlessly Into the canal, nulli- 
fying the labor of years. 


At times the channel shoaled so rap- 


Idly that it was necessary to drag 
after the passage of each ship. In 
some Instances dredging was required 
before the next vessel could pass. 


Miscellaneous dredging was kept up 


throughout the year. A total of 1,243,- 
915 cubic yards of earth and 93,680 
cubic yards of rock were taken out ftt 
the Pacific terminals.

On the health side It Is noted that 


the death rate was cut from 7.92 fe«r 
1914 to 5.72 for 1915. The death rate 
from disease was cut from 5.17 to 3.61. 


Between Aug. 15, 1914, and June 30, 


1915, 530 vessels, representing a net 
Panama canal tonnage of 1,884,728 and 
cargo tonnage of 2,125,735, were pass- 
ed through from Atlantic to Pacific, 
and 558 vessels, representing a Pan- 
ama canal tonnage of 1,958307 and a 
cargo tonnage of 2,844,057, from Pa- 
cific to Atlantic, making a total of 
1,088 vessels, with a net canal tonnage 
of 3,843,035 and a cargo tonnage of 
4,969,792. 


On finances the report says: 
"The current expenses charged to 


operation and maintenance of the ca- 
nal during the year amounted to fi- 
112,550.48, while" $160,608.52 had been 
charged during the previous year, a to- 
tal of $4,289,159. Tolls collected for 
vessels passing through the canal dur- 
ing the year amounted to $4,343,383.69; 
tolls for the prior year amounted to 
$14,G1&68, a total of $4,358,002.37 to 
June 30, 1915.

"The excess of tolls collected over 


the current charges for the year was 
$214,833.21, and for the entire period 
to June 30, 1015, the excess was $68,- 
843.37. It Is roughly estimated that 
total refunds may aggregate $400,000, 
whicb win show an excess of operat- 
ing expenses over collections.

With epidemics of grip— the old fash- 


ioned "influenza" our grandmothers 
knew — reported in various parts of the 
United States and others threatened, 
the above "red flag" warnings were 
given by Dr. W. C. Rucker, assistant i 
surgeon general of the United States j 
public health service. 


"Grip is not to be sneezed at," Dr. 


Rucker said. "latest statistics show 
it causes the death of 12,200 persons j 
annually in the United States. Bight 
now is the middle of the ?rip season. 
It begins in November, with the ad- 
vent of cold weather, closed windows 
aud doors and hot furnaces, and at- ^ 
tnins its maximum in February and ; 
early March. 


"We must keep up our physical de- 


fenses, our preparedness, against this 
germ disease. The best preparedness 
is fresh air, outdoor sleeping and 
plenty <.f outdoor exercise. Sneezing, 
coughing and expectoration are the j 
principal modes of transmission, from 
secretions of the mouth and nose. 


"Children's games spread the grip. 


Kissing between infected and nonin- 
fected persons should be avoided. 
Guard 
against 
being sneezed 
or 


coughed at or upon. Isolation of in- 
fected persons, if possible, and avoid- 
ance of towels or other articles they 
may touch to their hands, months or 
noses should be observed. 


Poor Ventilation Chief Cause. 


"Overheated, poorly ventilated houses 


and offices and lack of exercise are the 
chief causes of the disease." 


Dr. Rucker said medical records show 


grip is an old human foe. The first epi- 
demic was recorded in 1173, and the 
first in the western hemisphere in 1627, 
in Massachusetts, spreading as far 
south as Chile. One freak and unsolved 
feature of grip epidemics is that they 
travel east to west in a community. 


The bureau of vital statistics in Phila- 


delphia issued 650 burial permits dur- 
ing the three days, the majority of the 
deaths being due directly or indirectly 
to la grippe. This is more than double 
the ordinary death rate. 


It is estimated that nearly 15,000 


persons in Philadelphia alone are suf- 
fering with the disease. 
Attendance 


at all the public schools has been 
greatly reduced, and in several sections 
of tbe state schools and colleges have 
been forced to close. 


Girls of Chicago have formed a club, 


and all have sworn to uphold this 
pledge: 


"We, the undersigned members of 


the Anti-kissing club of Chicago. 
hereby promise to refrain from os- 
culation until the present epidemic 
of influenza is declared at an end." 
"We do not want it understood we 


are suffering a hardship," explained 
Louise Brennan, president, who is coy 
and demure. "We are merely cam- 
paigning for health." 


What of the Husband? 


"If a prospective husband doesn't 


think enough of his fiancee to forego 
kissing," ventured another member, 
"he should keep right on going. 
I 


think Dr. Robertson is entirely correct 
in advieing against kissing, and we are 
willing to abide by the rules and do 
what we can to end the epidemic— of 
colds, not kissing." 


The youug women would not explain 


what will be the penalty if a member 
breaks her pledge. 


"The punishment will not be suspen- 


sion." said Miss Graef, "for that would 
mean too great a liberty for the mem- 
ber suspended. On the other hand, if a 
member is caught kissing she will not 
be permitted to withdraw from the 
club, but will be visited with a per- 
fectly dreadful punishment"

condemned it. It became necessary, 
therefore, for the township trustee 
irnd advisory board to tike steps at 
once to erect a new building. 


The township officials advertised 


for bids twice before the contract 
was awarded for the building which 
was destroyed lust night. They first 
advertised for bids during the spring 
of 1911, but the estimates exceeded 
the appropriation of $25,00(1 and the 
contract could not be let because it 
would have been unlawful.

Twen- 
ty-live hundred of them will return 
home with a better uudei-stunding of 
modern farm methods and a deter- 
mination to put into practice what 
they have learned at this big school 
this week. There has been plenty of 
instruction for men, 
women, boys 


and girls and all have shared

benefits. 


The work today was unusually in- 


teresting dealing as it did with many 
different phases of the country life 
problem. 
In dairying some of the 


best-known experts 
of the middle 


west presented the result 
of their 


life's work for the benefit of Indiana 
dairymen. 
In horticulture various 


problems were discussed 
and 
an- 


swers given by learned authorities. 
In live stock breeding the 
farmers 


learned how to judge 
horses 
and 


feed all kinds of farm stock. In the 
crop and soil section the use of 
phosphate and manures was discuss- 
ed and in poultry husbandry a judg- 
ing demonstration was given. 


One of the most interesting devel- 


op nemt softhe 
opments of the week is the move- 
ment, born at yesterday afternoon's 
meeting of the Indiana Home Eco- 
nomics association, an organization 
of farmers' wives and daughters, to 
establish a housekeeping experiment 
station at Purdue. It was also sug- 
gested that a model home be provi- 
ded for 
the 
household 
economics 


department to teach the girls just 
how properly to take care for a home 
and manage it. The enterprising wo- 
men at the head of this association 
are determined to make their pro- 
ject a success and will endeavor to 
enlist the support of the Purdue Uni- 
versity authorities for 
their 
plan. 


The idea was first suggested by Mrs. 
Christine Fredericks of New York 
who maintains <nieh an institution on 
Long Island. She spoke 
yesterday 


afternoon at <the association meet- 
ing on this subject. 


More than 
one-half the rural 


churches 
in Indiana 
are losing 


ground and one out of every 
eight 


has been abandoned. 
Scores 
of 


communities 
which 
had 
vigorous 


and fruitful churches 25 years ago 
now have neither Sunday school nor 
preaching services. 
Fully one-sixth 


of iho townships 
in 
Indiana 
are 


without a resident minister nnd the 
average salary of rural ministers is 
less than $600. 


These are facts according to the 


Rev. Oakcl F. Hall, University pas- 
tor at Purdue, who has made a care- 
ful investigation to 
ascertain 
the 


exact status of the country church 
of the present day. 
He discussed 


the situation .before a large assem- 
blage of Indiana fanners and their 
families attending the Short Course. 
The present state of affairs he attri- 
buted to several causes. One is the 
decrease in rural population. He 
presented statistics showing that 
Montgomery, Boone, Clinton, 
Kp- 


pecanoe counties havesnffered a loss 
of 12 per cent, in rural population 
since 1890. 
Only one township in 


the four counties shows a gain. This 
is Madison township, Clinton county. 


Mr. Hall argued that fewer 
rural 


churches are actual!^ needed. Bet- 
ter roads have enlarged neighbor- 
hood lines and modern conveyances 
have cut down distances. Impover- 
ished social 
life, 
unbusinesslike 


management and lack of competent 
leadership were named as contribu- 
ting causes to present conditions. 


But the multiplications of denomina- 
tions and 
excessive 
emphasis 
on 


creed and dogma were cited by Mr. 
Hall as the chief agencies which have 
brought 
rural 
churches 
to 
their 


present slate. 
"Creeds and dogma 


in country churches,'' he said, "have 
led officers and leaders away from 
Christ. Hundreds of 
communities 


which ought to be working unitedly 
for 
better social 
conditions nnd 


purer and richer life liere and now 
have been divided into competing 
camps, each trying to convince vlie 
other that 'ours is the only sure way 
to the Celestial City.' " 


Mr. Hall would not eliminate de- 


nominations but he would unite and 
federate them. 
He favors commu- 


nity churches for rural districts. He 
believes that all the great problems 
of country life should receive the 
thought and attention that hitherto 
have been given to meaningless 
the 


orizing and fruitless debate and dis- 
cussion.
